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FOREWORD 



This publication provides statistical data on United States military casualties in Southeast Asia as of 
November 11, 1986. Although the official period of time covered by the Southeast Asia Conflict extends 
from January 1, 196l, through April 30, 1975, there are instances where personnel are still dying from 
wounds incurred during the Conflict or where bodies are still being recovered and identified.

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GLOSSARY OF TERMS 
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Glossary of Terms 



Casualty . Any person who is lost to the organization by reasons of having been declared dead, missing, 
captured, interned, wounded, injured, or seriously ill. 

Died , Active duty military personnel lost to their organization by reason of having been declared dead. 

Missing . Active duty military personnel who are not present at their duty station due to apparent 
involuntary reasons and whose location is not known. Excluded are personnel who are in an 
absent -without- leave or deserter status or those who have been dropped from the rolls of their military 
service. 

Captured or Interned . Active duty military personnel who have been detained as the result of action of an 
unfriendly military or paramilitary force in a foreign country. 

Returned to Military Control (RMC) . Active duty military personnel previously missing, captured, or interned 
who have been returned to U.S. military authority. 
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
